ANOTHER MISTATEMENT

CAPTURE OF MAJOR JONES. 


This gentleman left the Ferry at Kent Island 
on ‘Thursday inorning, the 5th August, about 7 
o'clock, aad proceedea uu horse back, leaving his 
carriage on the main, towards his farm at Broad 
treelt, accompanicd by Messts. Barrew, Teat, 
Legg, end Capt. Benjamin Waters ; they wers 
going to attend a sale by the Sheriit of Mr. Lloyd 
Bewley’s property, distiained on by Maj. Jones. 
‘The enemy they knew nad landed the evening 
before, but it they weie siili on the Island, they 
calculated with certainty en seeing them at a con- 
siderable distancc— meeting some of the inhabi- 
tants, or troopers, coming to give information, in 
either of which cases, all ofthem being mounted, 
they could easily escape, by the road they had 
come from the nariows. 

Major Jones and Mr. Teat were some distance 
advanced of their compasions, when at the turn 
of a lane they discovered the enemy ; the infanuy 
vn their knees close to the fence—Major Jones 
and Mr Teat instantly turned their Lorses and 
fied, at the same time that two 6 pounders and 50 
muskets wete pointed at them, and they were call- 
ed onto suzrendcer.— Upon meeting Cept. Wa. 
ters he sad gentlemen we must surrender or be 
killed, and th: enemy hoisted a white flau, Major 
Jones then turned his horse, advanced io the e- 
nemy, and surrendered with the whole party. 

They returned to the Ferry, prisoners to the 
British, and upon being taken before Admiral 
Cockburn, he was strongly disposed to detain 
Majer Jones, a prisoner of war, but the Major 
declaring that he would not have sur: endeed, had 
not Capt. Waters told him a flag was hoisted, the 
Admiral having heen assured of that fact by his 
own officers, the Major was 1elcased upon his 
parole.
